The 
best way is to elect a good bailiff 
d appoint him tnar-shaL He can 
attend to both a©d .make a good 
living even if the .salary of the 
marshal is reduced to about one- 
half. This use to be the rule ami 
it worked well and saved a good 
deal of money to the tax payers. 
There will be no it-rouble in getting 
good competent men to serve. The 
expenses of our town are too much 
and a reduction is badly needed 
which can easily be made. Pars 
ties who get drunk and violate the 
law should be (required to pay 
their jfincs in money or do good 
work on the streets immediately 
and not be given their own time to 
do so as has heretofore been the 
custom. They can get money to 
touy liquor with and if pinned 
down own could raise their fine 
money. Then again when a de- 
fendant works his fine out on the 
streets the marshal should not re- 
ceive aay cost out of the towe 
treasury for sush arrest when re- 
g a salary. This used to be 
le here and there was less 
piddling about on the street for the 
marshal generally managed not to 
loose his cost. Besides this ali 
fijaes were charged up to the mar 
s&al, whose bigness it was to col- 
lect them or they were deducted 
from his monthly salary. Then 
the marshal did his duty and the 
town joist nothing.

Gainesville had another negro 
killing last week— another woman, 
making two that have been forced 
to leave this world of trouble in 
less than a week and depart for

Another negro who was impli- 
cated with the murder of a white 
man at Monticello some weeks 
since was lynched a few nights ago. 
This is the second one that has 
been lynched for the same murder 
within the past few weeks. This 
is a fast way to get rid of them, 
and saves putting much court ma- 
chinery in operation. 

The Montezuma Advocate 
claims responsibility for this: The 
horrible news comes from Captaia 
Jones' farm, near Paradise, that a 
boy climbed a corn stalk to see 
how the corn was getting along 
and now the stalk is growing up 
faster that he can climb down." 
The boy is plum out of sight.

The poor boy is living on nothing 
but "raw corn"— and he has al- 
ready thrown down over "four 
bushels of cobs." 

The chlorine remedy for dipthe 
ria has been thoroughly tried on 
twenty -four cases in the Kingston 
avenue hospital in Brooklyn with 
complete recoyery in each case.

The 
remedy, broadly described, is the 
inhalation of chlorine, and, while

Your little city with all of your 
disadvantages is nevertheless free 
from many disturbances and trou- 
bles of railroad towns. 

Quite a number of men and boys 
have passed through Lula, Ga., 
within the past few days. Some 
returning home, others seeking 
homes or wandering about. Some 
begging and some stealing. A few 
days ago a good citizen of Lula had 
his house pilliged. A suit of 
clothes and other valuables were 
taken. This is about the third 
time his house has been entered 
and money and articles taken off. 

One day last week two young 
men stepped into the office to 
warm. One claiming to fee from 
Illinois. The other from Wash- 
ington, D. C, The latter .seemed 
to be educated and intelligent. Jjle 
told us his name and relationship 
to a prominent citizen of Dahlone- 
ga, of same name. He says his par- 
ents are dead, and his brother, a 
wealthy citizen of Washington 
City, is his guardian, from whom 
he ran away about last June. He 
had been to Central America and 
back to the United States, then to 
Atlanta, Ga. When he woke up to 
the fact that there is no place like 
home for boys, and that experience 
is a dear school. So like the prod- 
ical having spent all, he turned his 
face homeward. This should be a 
sufficient warning to boys not to 
start out without good prospects of 
bettering their condition. 

A short, time ago a man came 
walking into town and fell as one 
.dead. Some parties seeing him 
fall rushed to him, at the same time 
sent for a doctor. When he ar- 
rived he found the man sitting up 
and able to relate his troubles from 
his own lips.

The first gold ever found i 
Lumpkin county was discovered 
on the Calhoun property some four 
miles south of Dahlonega by Un- 
cle Benny Parks now deceased.

We 
extend to them a hearty welcome 
and ask them to make a thorough 
inspection of our mining section, 
The new dam at the Cresent will 
be completed this week.

The 
late owners have cut a tunnel to 
the shaft striking it many feet be- 
low the mouth and within about 
twenty feet of the bottom of the 
shaft which enables them to keep 
out the water and follow the vein 
much more easily and cheaper. The 
bottom of the shaft has been reach- 
ed and we are listening every day 
to hear of them striking one of 
those rich pockets. When they 
do it will open the eyes of all loy 
ers of gold.

Delivered When Presenting 

President McKinley With 

a Gold Nugget in 

Atlanta. 



As many of our readers desire 
to see what Col. W. P. Price had 
to say in presenting a gold nugset 
to the President in Atlanta recent- 
ly, wo copy his full address from 
the Atlanta Journal. Col. Price 
said: 
J "Mr. President: — A pleasant 
task has been given me by the trus- 
tees of a young and lusty institu- 
tion of learning, which owes its ex- 
istence solely to an act of congress, 
and over which your excellency 
has more or less control, through 
its commandant of cadets. 

"There nestles at the foothills of 
the Blue Ridge, in northern Geor- 
gia, a village of one thousand peo- 
ple — most of whom are delvers in 
j gold mines.- They are never rich, 
i "but always to be blessed." The 
balance of the population are prin- 
j cipally students, male and female, 
\ from all sections of the state. 
j '"The Cherokee Indian's, before 
' leaving for their homes in the west, 
! always called the place Dad-lo-ne- 
j ga, which meant in the soft, rich 
j dialect of that noble tribe "yellow 
j money." The first gold mine dis- 
j covered and worked in Georgia 
i was a short hour's walk from the 
J spot on which the general govern- 
I ment in 1838 erected a mint for the 
coinage of yellow money, and 
where more than six million of 
beantful half and 'quarter eagles 
were stamped and put in circula- 
tion. In 1871— two years before 
the so-called crime of 1873— the 
Congress of the United States pass- 
ed an act which forever destroyed 
the free and unlimited coinage of 
gold— so far, at least, as the mint 
at Dahlonega was concerned; stop- 
ped the ponderous machinery, and 
the magnificent grounds and build- 
ing were turned over to the people 
of the town, proyided only that 
the same should be exclusively us- 
ed for educational purposes under 
the act of July 2, 1862. No one 
connected with thpt transaction, 
! from the venerable Senator Mirrill

Recently the prop- 
erty was sold by us and the money 
being used in building dormito- 
ries for the use of students win are 
poor and needy. 

"When the mine was leased by 
the trustees, the royalty was used 
to pay the salaries of additional 
teachers, except some beautiful 
nuggets of gold, which were se- 
curely sealed and kept by our 
treasurer for exhibition. Now 
that the mme has passed out of our 
hands these nuggets will be coined, 
and thus go to swell the volume of 
the nation's currency. 

THE CUSTOM OF THE RED MEN. 

"It was the custom of the red 
men, who were the original owners 
of the mine I haye mentioned, as 
well as the other mines in that lo- 
cality, to offer to each visiting 
chief, after smoking the pipe of 
peace, a small nugget of natiye 
gold, to show forth the purity of 
their friendship and the genuine- 
ness of their hospitality. Following 
the example of these brave Chero- 
kee warriors, 'in whose tents we 
seem to be dwelling', the trustees 
of the North Georgia Agriculture 
college haye authorized me to be 
present to you, as the chief of our 
reatr nation, a small nugget of 
gold which I hold in my hand, and 
which was dug from the John C. 
Calhoun mine on Thanksgiving 
day, 1896, and it is now just as it 
came from the womb of mother 
earth. We hope that you will re - 
ceive it as a slight token of our 
friendship for you, personally, 
and as a souyenir of your 'second 
coming' to Georgia. You may 
likewise give a little value to it be- 
cause the mine from whence it 
came was for half a century the 
property of that great southern 
statesman and financier, John 0. 
Calhoun. 

"I close with a word or two 
about the good «to country of 
Lumpkin, in which are located the 
college and the mine. When in 
repose it is a reliable Democrat 
county, but when great issm 
involved it may be different, as 
when in October, '96, it gave a 
majority of one hundred for a 
young Democratic legislator, but 
in thirty days thereafter, when the 
smoke of battle cleared away and 
the ballots for president were

It is at least 30 feet thick and as in 
the case of all gold quartz veins 
the depth is unlimited while it ma}' 
extend miles in width through the 
hills."

Representativc Gibson of Ten- 
nessee has introduced a bill to re- 
ward the patriotism of volunteers 
by granting them extra pay on 
discharge. Those enlisted men 
who haye served only in the United 
States shall receive two months' 
additional pay and each officer one 
month additional pay; those men 
anJ officers who have served or 
shall serve abroad are to receive 
four and two months' pay respect- 
ively.

"All readers ofTheCoi 
are fully aware of the fact that 
but little deep mining has yet been 
done in Georgia, for it has been so 
written heretofore by the und< 
signed. The veins of free gold on 
the uplands that were easily work- 
ed by the simple process of wash- 
ing were those only that were 
searched. But wbeneyer an at- 
tempt was made to mine below 
water level a serious obstruction 
was encountered in extracting the 
gold from the sulphurets. In fact, 
whenever the precious metal has 
been found in the quartz contain- 
ing the sulphides work was at once 
suspended. Until within the past 
few years no process was known 
by which this element could be 
properly separated from the goIu\ 
and as a consequence it was impos- 
sible to work these high grade ores 
profitably. In some cases, such as 
the Findley mine and the Yahoola 
the Barlow and other large bodies 
of ore covering from 20 to 50 feet 
in each case, and of unknown 
depths were left as prey to the men 
who could solve the problem of 
reducing the refractory ores. In- 
luding the sulphureted deposits- 
These veins or bodies assay by 
scientific tests from $2 to $35 pe 
The problem of the sopara 
tion has been solved. The addi- 
tion of the ehlorination process ti 
the ordinary stamp mill has been 
found to be all that is necessary, 
From 95 to 98 per cent of the 
gross product of the gold is now 
saved, whereas formerly it was 
impossible to save any from the 
rock containing the sulphurets. 
The rich placers were pretty well 
"dug" by the slave process and as 
before stated the excitement in 
California of M9 took many miners 
to the far west. This was a seri- 
ous blow to gold mining in Geor- 
gia which up to that lime furnish- 
ed more than half of the gold pro- 
n in the United States. But 
,st serious blow was that of 
•il war. The resources of 
the ayerage southerner were pret- 
ty well exhausted. Many of the 
most firofitable mines with exten- 
sive areas of territory fell into the 
hands of a few capitalists. When- 
ever free gold could be obtained in 



Mr. E. J. Tippet who has jnst 
returned from Dahlonega, is en- 
thusiastic. He went down with 
party headed by Mr. Frar 
Thomson, and spent five days in 
the mines. Speaking to a Blade 
reporter of his trip, he said 
"Before I went, I read carefully 
the prospectus issued by the com- 
pany aud was thoroughly con- 
yinced that it was a big scheme to 
lell stock. Since I have made a 
igid inspection of the property, I 
vantto say that the prospectus is 
the most conservative book ever 
published by a company that had 
stock to place on tho market. 
There isn't a statement in the 
entire book that cannot be verified 
by-actual test and examination. 

I met Mr. Adams the presidenfof 
the company, and found him ultra 
conservative. I met the company's 
assaycr, Mr. Joseph Philips, who 
has assayed samples from ever}' 
vein yet opened on the property, 
and I found him conservative.

I watched 
the assaycr at his work, and he 
very readily permitted me to bring 
hack samples of the ore assayed. 
These I will have assayed here and 
while I am already satisfied in my 
own mind that the results will be 
practically the same, the compari- 
son should settle the question in 
the minds of the most skeptical.
